The first mention of Forest Chapel in Francis Asbuy's Journal is on 
Friday, July 2, 1779 when he heard Rev. Magaw, an Episcopal minister, preach 
there. Then two days later Asbury preached there, also. 

Historians say the chapel was built in 1779 by the people of West Dover, 
DE. It was built of logs which were dovetailed together and "had not a 
nail in it". It is held in the neighborhood, among the old citizens, that 
the pulpit was a large stump, sawed square upon teh tope and set up evenly 
in its place and was dedicated by the Rev. Freeborn Garretson. 

Asbury records his next visit there which was on Friday, August 20, 
1779 where he again spoke to a large congration. Then on Sunday, November. 14, 
1779 he preached to about four hundred serious people from John 4:48 for 
tow hours. He said "perhaps for the last time". That statementis puzzling 
unless because the name was changed about that time to Thomas Chapel. 
By this time the building and land was in possession of William Thomas 
who on Dec. 24, 1779 sold the land and building to seven men as trustees 
for the sum of five shillings and "other considerations". These men were: 
Stephen Black, Sr. , Thomas Soward, Daniel Wheeler, Nathan Harrington, Richard 
Shaw, Thomas Scotton, Nathan Bailey, Edward Callahan and Stephen Black, 
Jr. The trusteses were charged to only permit "such persons as shall be ap- 
pointed at the yearly Conference of the People called Methodists 
to preach and expound God's Holy Word, provided always that 
the said person preach no other doctrine than is contained in Mr. John 
Wsley's Notes upon the New Testament and Four Volumes of Sermons". 

The next day Asbury rode twelve miles to Stephen Black's and preached 
to sixty people and "met the class". 

Note: William Thomas, who sold the chapel to the trustees was later 
ordained and was in the Methodist itinerancy. Also, Thomas Cotton, Richard 
Shaw and Edwad Callahan's homes were places Asbury preached and visited 
in. The deed was recorded Feb. 20, 1780 in the Kent Co. Court. 

On Wednesday, Mar. 1, 1780 Asbury roded twelve miles to Thomas Chapel 
bu the road was so bad he had to walk some five miles. He preached on 
Matt. 5: 16. On Sunday, April 16, 1780 Asbury again preached at Thomas Chapel 
on Ps. 122:6,8. 

On Monday „ Aprl . 17 , 1780quarterly meeting was held at Thomas Chapel 
which held about seven hundred with the galleries but that day about 
one thousand were in attendance. Asbury preached on Phil. 1:27. 

On Nov. 6, 1780 Stephen Black, Sr. was appointed to Kent District in 
Maryland 

On Saturday, Nov. 18, 1780 Asbury met the class at Thomas Chapel. He 
exhorted the preachers to list all the children of the members. 

The Quarterly meeting was again held at Thomas Chapel on Saturday. 
March 14, 1781.

Home at the Hermitage where former President Andrew 
Jackson in 1837 continued to watch the agonizingly slow 
progress of the Seminole War. On October 1 he sent a letter 
to Joel R Poinsett, Secretary of War, suggesting that one of 
his former officers, Major William Lauderdale of Sumner 
County should be invited to raise a group of Tennessee 
Volunteers and sent to aid General Thomas S Jesup in 
Southeast. Florida. There General Jesup was clearing out the 
remnants of the Seminole fighting forces which were thought 
to be approximately 1,600 strong. Jackson explained, I am 
assured that a brigade could be raised in Tennessee in twenty 
days. I know of but one man I think can raise a battalion. I 
will send for him and if he can and will undertake it under 
your letter, I will authorize him to raise four companies of 
one hundred each and march then to Florida and report to 
Gen. Jesup. On October 27 Captain Benjamin Cherry of Roarks 
Cove had organized a compamy of volunteers and was in 
Winchester signing a note for those that didn't own a horse. 
These men were all from north Franklin County and nearby 
Grundy County. They assembled north of Alto and traveled to 
Ross Landing (now Chattanooga) where they were mustered into 
the army on October 31. Major Lauderdale mustered in six 
companies with a total of 531 men between October 26 and 
November 6 and formed what was known as Lauderdale"s 
Battalion of Tennessee Mounted Spies. The Battalion proceeded 
overland and joined General Jesup in Florida in the latter 
part of November 1837. In late February 1837 Lauderdale was 
sent with his Tennesseans to establish a new post at New 
River. They reached New River on the night of March 5 and on 
the following day selected a site for the new stockade. 
General Jesup issued Army Order 74 on March 16 for the new 
post to be called Port Lauderdale. The battalion was sent by 
steam boat from Tampa Bay to Baton Rouge to be mustered out 
as their six months was running out. They were sent from 
there on to Nashville by steam boat. A Nashville newspaper 
reported on May 21, 1838 (LauderdaLe' s Battalion of Tennessee 
Volunteers have reached this city on their way home). 
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
